Mr Netanyahu telephoned the 
Palestinian leader in Gaza to ask for 
a pûsiponement of a few days. He 
said he would try to stick to the ac- 
cord's 12-week timetable and carry 
oul the first troop pullback in the 
West Bank as close as possible to 
tlıe original date of November 16, 

Mr Arafat, who called Mr Netan- 
yahu his “peace partner” as they 
signed the Wye summit pact in the 

White House, accepted the delay 
with apparent good grace. 

The agreement was to take effect 
at mldnight on Friday last week. But 
Mr Netanyahu sald tite deal must 
first be ratified by his cabinet and 
parliament. The parliamentary ses- 
sion is set for next week, 

Israel lifted a 50-day closure of 
Gaza and the West Bank last week, 
allowing 60,000 .PolesUnlans to rce- 
turn to their Jobs, The closure was 
imposed amid intelligence reports 
tbat the Islamist group Hamas was 
planning an atrocity to coincide with 
Jewish holidays. In recent days five 
attacks — all believed to have been 
the work of Hamas — have left four 
Israelis dead. 

The ending of the closure sug- 
gests Israel is confident that the 
Palestinian Authority is determined 
to crack down on Hamas. Hundreds 
of its members lave been rounded 
up and inıprisoned.

$40-million national advertising blitz 
to defeat the tobacco bill, whlch 
would have imposed major restric- 
tlons on tlhe industry, as well as an 
$1.10 per pack price hike over five 
years.

USTAVE MOREAU was‏ 
not just a painter of convo-‏ 
luted pictures with titles‏ 
such as Oedipe et Le Sphinx,‏ 
Prométhée and Salomé, bul the‏ 
teacher, at the Beaıxx-Arts, of such‏ 
arlists as Henri Malisse, Georges‏ 
Rouault and Albert Marquet,‏ 

In other words, Moreau was a 
paradox. His teaching role madè 
him the tutor, if not the father, of 
the Fauves, wlıile his own painting 
struck almost all his successors as 
old-fashioned and overelaborate. 
The Surrealists, who adored his 
work, were an exceplion — André 
Breton dreamed of breaking inlo 
and visiting Moreau's studio in Rue 
dle La Rochefoucauld at nigh, 

Moreaqu's contemporaries were 
divided in (heir feelings about hin1. 
He was often slated by the critics. 
The bourgeoisie liked his “well. 
finished" paintings. Prominent 
nıystics such as Joseph Pélarlan 
hoped Moreau would join their 
ranks. But he demurred, preferring 
to put his gocls in hiş paintings, even 
if that meaııt leaving limself open to 
scathing remarks by Edgar Degas, 
wlıo compared him to a jeweller and 
said: “He put watch chains on the 
gods of Olympus”, 

lt was a damning judgment, but a 
rather accurate description of a 
slyle for wiıich the words "baroque" 
or "Symbolist" are inadequate. Tans 
of Moreau argue tlıat in some of his 
sketches he is a precursor of 
abstraction. This particularly fatıı- 
ous idea — why not describe him as 
a precursor of "environments" or 
"installations"? — arises from a 
desire to recognise Moreau's 
modernity. 

He could be modern or fîu-de- 
stêcle, depending on the work. The 
large watercolour’ that closes tlıe 
exhibition currently being hell at 
the Galeries Nationale of tlie 
Grand Palais in Paris — a vigorouıs 
nude with folded arms — is indis- 
putably modern. 

But Moreau could alsn be deca- 
dent with a verıgeance, Hig mon- 
strous Jupiter et Séınélé is quite 
overpowering. Tlie mortal Sémélé 
dic not survive the spectacle of her 
lover Jupiter in all his clivine splen- 
dour; exhibition visitors could be at 
risk, too, if they linger too long in 
front of the painting, 

Alternatively, they may feel a

But other portraits are nıore conı- 
plex. In his double portrait of a ınan 
and wife, lent by the Hermitage 
Museum in St Petersburg to the 
Lnilto exhibition now on at the 
Grand Palais in Paris, he also 
depicts a poodle, a squirrel and a 
storm.

This is the cage with some of his 
portralts, where he betrays his ad- 
miration for northern painters, and 
nO one more so than Albrecht 
Ditrer, Here he places his models in 
a not very deep space and studies 
them In minute detall, as though 


the painter's "facetious sense of 
humour". 

Are we then to believe that when 
he was well over 70, not long before 
his death in 1556, Lolto, whose piety 
is amply attested, decidecl to add a 
humorous detail to a religious paint- 
ing that was destined for the Santa 
Casa monastery, of which he 
became a lay brother in 1554? The 
argument is unconvincing. 

A much more believable explana- 
tion is that the transposition of the 
table legs is an allusion, a synıbol or 
a code.

Glenn Returns to Space After 36-Year Gap |

OHN GLENN, the firat 

American to orbit the Earth, 
blasted off last week with aix 
crewmates aboard the shuttle 
Discovery, fulfilling a lfelong 
yearning and earning another 
place in history by becoming the 
oldest man to travel in space. 

Glenn’s spaceship, with 20 
times the thruat and 70 times 
the working room of his firat, 
took off from a launch pad at the 
Kennedy Space Center thunder- 
ing into a cloudileas Floridla aky. 
Although a loose door panel [lew 
off and hit an engine valve 
during fift-off, officials said the 
incident presented no dangers 
and the launch was otherwise 
flawless, 

As President Clinton watched 
from the roof of the launch con- 
trol center about 3.5 miles away 
with the astronauts’ families, 
Mercury astronaut Scott Car 
perıter, on the skuttle communl- 
cations loop, intoned the same 
words he had spoken sponta: 
neously 36 years ago near the 
same spot: “Godspeed, John 
Glenn.” 

While some criüics have dis- 
miased the flight aa a publicity 
stunt of limited scientific value, 
Glenn’s odyssey attracted sonıê 
3,000 journalists and enormous 
public interest, Hundreda of 
thousands of spectators jammed 
causeways, roads and beaches

Sourani, the Palestinlan huınarı 
rights activist, said dozens of Pales- 
tinlans are currently held under 
administrative detention, facing nei 
ther charges nar trials for months 
and years at a time. 

Many, perhaps most, of the de- 
tainees are [Islamic fundamentalists, 
who in addition to forming the core 
of grbups that carry out terror af- 
tacks against Israel also constitute 
Aralafs nıost serious political oppo- 
sition. Many of those languishing in 
Palestinian prisons may well be ter- 
rorists. Others seem to be murkier 
cases, whose arrests resemble a 
crackdown on Arafat's political 
opposilion more than on extremist 
violence, 

To human rights groups, some of 
the Palestinian arrests seem arbi- 
trary and counterproductive. 

“If you arrest someone auıd jail 
him for years without trial and 
charges, do you think this is a good 
way to Îiglıt terror?” sald Bassem 
Eid, director of the Jerıuısalem-basedl 
Palestinian Human Riglıts Monitor- 
ing Group. “It's the opposite. Tle 
more Hamas is harassed, (he more 
they will seek revenge against 
Israelis because they think Israeli 
pressure is trying to open an infer- 
nal conflict in Palestinian society.” 

None of this toubles Israel much. 
The late prîme minister Yitzhak 
Rabire, wlıo was assassinated by a 
riglıt-wîng Israeli Jew in 1995, ar- 
gued that Palestinians were well 
suited to wage war on terrorists 
because, unllke Israel, they were not 
burdened by independent judges 
and quarrelsome human rights 
acliivisis. 

Similarly, the current prime nıin- 
ister, Binyanun Netanyahu, appears 
unworried about what Palestinians 
do to each other; what concerns him 
is the violence soıme of then1 carry 
out against Israelis, 

Nor has the United States turned 
a spotlight on Palestinian hunan 
rights abuses. Shortly after the state 
security courts were initiate in 
1995, they were hailed by Vice Pres- 
ident Gore, who was visiting the 
newly autonomous Palestinian-con- 
trolled territory on the West Bank.

Under the terms of the J]and-for- 
security agreement, Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat pledged to 
crack down on both terrorist groups 
operating from areas controlled by 
the Palestinians, and ar anti-[staeli 
incitement on their airwaves. Those 
moves were demanded by the 
Israelis, backed by Presldent Clin- 
tor and, finaly, accepted by Arafa1. 

in practice, though, it's not s0 
simple — and could make a bad 
human rights record in Palestinian- 
cûntrolled areas much worse, say 
human rights groups here and in 
the West, They argue the accord, 
coupled with pressure fram Wash 

ington and Israel, could promote a 

Palestinian police sfate in Israel's 
back yari. 

“What's happened in the last five 
years under the slogan of peace? 
The first victim was human rights," 
said Rajl Sourani, head of the Pales- 
tinian Center for Hunan Rights in 
Gaza. "Securily for us has meant 
waves of arrests, state security 
cauırts, restricltlons on (ree speech 
andl a lack of respect for the law.” 

The implications of a Palestinian 
crackdown on terror and incitement 
may give rise (o more tickllsh ques- 
tions for the United States than the 
text of the peace accord suggests.

Genes reveal the caste system's durability 


Robin McKle 


CIENTISTS have uncovered A 

pallern of genetic dilferences 
thal unclerpins the caste system in 
Indlia. They have found Lhat varia- 
tions in social rank are mirrored in 
DNA. 

The link is not a causal one, hlow- 
ever, Genes (lo nut rlictate a per 
son's social rank; instead they show 
that each caste las developed a cligs- 
tinctive genetic profile because 
there is litle interınarriage. This is 
particularly true for men while, in- 
triguingly, women's genes suggest 
they have some social mobility. 

India's Hindus are stratified inlo 
around 2,000 castes, each grouped 
into four varnas that dictate a per-

HEN an observer sees a rain- 

bow he sees it at a fixed angle 
of 42-degrees. golng outward from 
the anti-solar point, ie, the point in 
front of.the viewer opposite the sun. 
Hf the sun is hiğh in the sky, le, more 
than 42 degrees above the horizon, 
then no rainbow is visible; but as the 
angle of the sun decreases below 
42 degrees, usually during the 
evening, more of the rainbow can be 
geen. lf the sun is setting aS a 
shower passes, then a full half bow 
is seen with the bow a complete 
42 degrees from the anti-solar point, 
which is just below the horizon. The 
secondary bow is formed when the 
rays of ght are doubly-refractedl 
within the raindrop, and this time 
the position of the bow is fixed at 
52 degrees from the anti-solar point 
and outside the primary bow. ‘The 
order of colours İs reversed. So the 
height of the bow is determined by 
the sun's angle above the horizon.

When 1 ask direclons to the much- 
reveredl Haw Sao Ha palace, a local 
woman poinls to a black-glassed 
eyesore. She explains that, despite 
the protests of monks and locals, 
the magnificent palace was recently 
demolished by lhe Taluadaw, 
paving the way Jor tlhe buikcling of an 
oveı-sizecl governmenl holcl: an 
unfargivablê altempt to furlher de- 
siroy the local culture. Shops still 
sell under-lhe-counter images of lle 
Palace for secret. farnily worship (o 
preserve lis place in the collcctlve 
memûary. 

The heavy military presence re- 
veals Rangoon's new agenda lor the 
hill town that is now a strategic 
stronghold against Shan insurgents 
and opium “control”. In front of the 
town office the slogans of the 
"People's Desire" spell it out: “Op- 
pose those trying to jeopardise the 
stability of the state,” which 1 tale to 
mean ethnic groups resisting cuıl- 
tural annihilation or students wha 
lost their universities for supporting 
democracy activist and Nobel Peace 
Prize winner Aung San Suu Kyi, 
known in the media as “the İnfa- 
mous democracy princess” or “the 
wife of a White".

Below the shrine, a treacherous 
road cuts through 1he junıblecl 
mountains of ihe Shan highlands; a 
tratle route fron the Thai Golkclen 
Triangle tu the China bortler. The 
contbînatian of monsoon rains ancl 
siralegiec road mismanagement 
ımeans Iltat the d50koı drive takes 
anything (from A1 day to a whole 
week, Landslides, multiple pile-ups 
in the nud and communal (ligging 
out of entrenched vehicles make the 
journey a nightmare. 

Firmly in the driving seat is the 
Talmadaw — the rulirııg arınecl 
farces Irom the Bamar ethnic group 
ol the lowlamls. Continuing ibe lra- 
clilion of corrêe labour, these sol- 
diers force villagers ta quarry lhe 
rocks arl provide supplies [or the 
conslruction of tle road. 

In the Shan villages, stone pro- 
duction has become a necessary 
inclusien in the division of labour, 
Each family must produce a qllota 
to be piled at neat intervals beside 
the road. An elderly Shan man, 
forced into the unenviable task of 
co-ordinating the response to the 
military's demands, gesticulates 
that failure to pravidle the quota 
results in a rifle-butt ta the head. 

Adolescent canscrîpts from the 
Burmese coastal plains are posted 
in the Shan highlands to fight the 
losing battle with the mud road. 
Roadwork builds ııp their slamina 
for future military mıanoeuyres in 
enforcing the Stale Peace and De- 
velopment Council ideology of *Peo- 
ple’s Desire": "Crush all internal 

and external destructive elements 
as the common enemy." Along the 
road, the youngsters learn the lan- 
guage of the “crush”, heavily ac- 
cented with extortion ranging from 
checkpoint bribery to state 
legîtimlsed looting of villages, 

Here in the Shan villages, locals

where the only birds were New 
Zealand pipits, calling to each other 
irom their basalt rock perches, and 
tonılits, Milting along fence posts 
until they reached the limita of their 
terrîtories. The plants, too, were 
now mainly natives, and, with the 
garse and broom İeft behind, we 
tried to identify the conımonest 
hebes,. Wilow-leaved hebe, native to 
the South Island, was easy, but Hebe 
favaudianûa, also named after the 
French sailor, was less easily found. 
As we came out of the mist and 
returned to Akaroa, we flushed out 
a pair of cirl buntings on a scrubby 
hillside — a reminder that we had 
re-entered the domain of European 
fauna and that some bird species, 
such as the English bunting, are 


probably nore common here than 
ir their place of origin.

Hughes was, along wih Dhilip | 
Larkin and Seamus Heaney, unt uf 
the presiding poelic geniuses of tliu 
British literary scene. His continu- 
ing İnterest in children's literature, 
led to his callaboration with Heaney 
on two anthologies for young read- 
ers, The Rattle Bag and The School 
Bag, as well as his support for new 
creative talent through the Arvon 
Foundation, 

After becoming Poet Laureate his 
collections in the 1980s seern to fall 
aff from hls earlier heights, Most of 
the poems he wrate as Laureate are 
unlikely to be remembered for Iiter- 
ary reasons. But many regard his 
more recent books, Birthday Let- 
ters — hls unexpected poetic menm- 
oir of his marriage ta.Plath — and 
his ranslatlions in Tales From Ovid 
as ciose to lis best work, 

As a poet there is no denying his 
immense significance. Hughes com- 
pletely transformed the ,.post-war 
scene in Britain. He expanded its 
range of subject matter and lent it 
several new slyles through which it 
could catch tp with the modern 
world.:He renewed jts confldence in 
itself, and encouraged poets to look 
for universal values in their local 
landscapes, armed with the vigour 
of an honest simiplicity:

DWARD James Hughes, 
who died last week afler a 
long baltle with cancer was, 
alter W H Auden, arguably the 
finest English poet of the century.

Sylvia Plath, as a writer for children, 
and aş a poet who had an unusual 
for evoking the natural world, 
especially the lives of animals.

Dancer's great leap 


OBITUARY 
Christopher Gable 


has died of cancer aged 5f, 

was a dancer, actor, teacher 
and the man responsible for saving 
and sustaining England's Northerıı 
Ballel Thealre. He continued to lc 
involved with NBT and wîtlı Lon- 
don's Central School ofl Ballet 
despite his illness. 

Born in Hackney, north Lonclon, 
Gable was allowed by his mother to 
study dancing on condition (hat he 
studied the piano at the sanıe time. 
At the age of 11 he was accepted for 
the Sadler's Wells (now Royal} Bal- 
let School. On graduation, he had to 
spend some time with the Sadler's 
Wells Opera Ballet and the Covent 
Gardên Opera Ballet before John 
Field took lim into the then touring 
section of the Royal Ballet, where 
he stayed from 1957 to 1963. 

His first big success, and his first 
major creation with Lynn Seymour,

DANCE UMBRELLA FESTIVAL

HE pas de ileux is generally 
1 ıınderstood to be a highly 
cudetl metaphor for sex. But 
in his new duet, The Hypochon- 
driac Bird, at the Queen Elizabeth 
Hall in London, Javier De Frutos 
slrips away the usual conyveniions tO 
give us as graphic aıı image of love- 
making as we're likely to see in 
dance. In doing so. he also wickeclly 
chooses two of ballei's greatest 
lovers, Siegiried and Odelte from 
Swarı Lake, as his protagonists. 

During the firsl half of the work 
this irlca is explored with enormous 
wil and charm, De Frutos and lls 
pariner, Jamie Walton, appear o11 A 
wiıite-lit stage, enlwincfî in a pas- 
sienale eınbrace, 

De Frulos looks radlianl, lis lorso 
ecslalically arched, his arm undulat- 
ing with the exquisite grace of a 
Swan Queen. Then, as he ancl 
Watton begin to dance, it's not so 
much steps we sce as cloreg- 
graphed variations on the sexual 
acl. The Joy Of Gay Sex, daııced. 

With mouths, fingers and grain 
in unambiguous action, the effect ir 
wantonly erotic. Yel, as they coil ancl 
twist together’, U's also beautiful anci 
al limes very funny. Ihe ancient 
blues songs thal are cut into 
Tehatkovsky's ballel score laye 
been taped frum an equally ancient 
record ancl, in one very nauyghly 
phrasr, De Frutos times his pelvic 
thrusls exaclly to lhe rliylhiu of i1 
recurring scratch. 

As ihe fuel progresses, Watton 
emerges as the cınmolional] rmiser, De 
Frutos as the histrionic diva craving 
more sex and more love. Some 
passages are mischievous refer- 
ences to the original ballet, as when 
De Frutos translates Odeltte's ful- 
tering footwork into the tremuloıts 
quivering of his fingers, thrust into 
Watton's fly. Yet they are such ek- 

pressive performers that we always 
feel thelr emotions raw on our 
nerves. Watton is lwitclıy, a man 
whûse passions are dangerously 
close ta violence, De Frutos is aller- 
nately transfîgured with happiness 
and grotesque with neecl,

AT BARKER'S uew novel is 
about the power of old 

wounds to leak into the 
present. How do we know? Because 
she tells us so, quite clearly, not far 
into the book, ancl the same phrase 
also appears on the cover blurb in 
case we missed it. The interlinked 
plots of her novel press the point 
homt: our central narrator is Nick, 
a well-meaning Newcastle teacher. 
But nıuch oöf {he novel cenlrrs on 
his grandfather, Geordie, whon is 
deeply disturbed by lıis menıorles 
of lhe trenclıes, where hc thinks lie 
killecl his own brother. Then livre 
is the Victorian ghost thal fils 
through Nick's house, whicl turrıs 
out lo be the appantion of a young 
girl who was Once suspevtetl of 
killing her brother. Ancl lherc is 
Nick's stepson, Gareth, wilo, in a 
reprise of all these past {rauntas, 
becomes inexplicably aggressive 
towards his baby brother". 

All (hese plots are neat, inventive 
devices. Bul the parallels betwcen 
them are peculiarly forcecl, and 
Barker sceıms 1o have {rouble jus 
gelling {him ou to the page — she 
relies on Nick reading a bock wilh 
the slury of the Viclorinn ghost inl it, 
and then she relies heavily on quo- 
talions Irom another bouk in whiclı 
Geordie (ells lıis story, in order’ {o 
explain events clearly. $o tle 
wheels of the plot turn clurkily, and 
you feel her carefully slotling the 
pleces into place rather than diving 
into the sluff of her characters’ 
lives, 

That is surprising, because in the 
past Barker has shown an easy, un- 
forced confidence in handling the 
most disparate material. In her Re- 
generation trilogy, which explored 
the experiences of soldiers in the 
first world war, and in her early nov- 
els which explored working-class 
women's lives in northern England, 
Pat Barker showed that she was a 
novelist wilh her own, surprisingly 
powerful voice, It found a vigorous 
poetry both in working-class and in 
middle-class British speech, 

But inguistic enPrgy soca 
at Barker here, In

tween the present and the past, she 
writes most of this novel in the pre-

Muldaon's new-found expansive- 
nèss does sometimes come al a 
cost. Tle 9O “Hopewell Haiku", for 
all their exquisite delights, still 
seem like 8Û toa many. One or (wo 
other poeıns, such as the excruciat- 
ingly sexual “Little Black Book” 
("Her weakness for the whip be- 
tween lıer legs", etc}, were best left 
unpublished, if not unwritten. 

But these exceptions should nol 
detract Irom the success ol Mul- 
doon's stylistic shift, which seens 
inspired by geugraphy as well as 
emotional contentment, The distinc- 
tion between oll and new is also 
between the Okl World of Belfast 
and ihe New World of Princeton, 
between the sexual adventures of 
youth and the marital stability of 
middle age, and, perhaps most 
importantly, between the atrocities 
which still haunt Muldoon's poetry 
and the tranquil idyll of New 
Jersey's landscape. 

Muldoon has previously told the 
story of how his father, as a young 
man, once planned to emigrate to 
Australia. The collections crowning 
aclievement, the concluding son- 
net-sequence, “The Bangle (Slight 
Return)" toys with the possibiliies of 
that alternative history, where the 
poet would never have been born. 

As the characteristically grumpy 
epigraph from E M Cioran asks, “H 
it is (rue that by death we once 
more become wlıat we were before 
being, wold it not have been better 
to abide by that pure possibility, not 
to stir from it” The şequence’s 
wacky-profound explorations of [ree 
will, cause and effect, and the 
nature of time set about defending 
the “detour” of life against Cioran. 
They also reaffirm .Muldoon's 
inclusion among thie few significant 
poets of our halfcentury.

strategist he was brilliant, but on 
broad geopolitical questlons he lacks 
sophistication. During the years of 
exile after the 1967 war, his instincts, 
courage and persistence made him 
a highly effective leader. Arafat un- 
derstands the value of the “propa- 
ganda of the deed”. Just as Israel 
exploited the feelings of guilt and 
solidarity among US Jews, so the 
PLO benefited from the wealth and 
influence of Palestinians in the Gulf, 

Aburish convincingly argues that 
the strategy of engagement with 
Israel from Gaza and Jordan before 
1970 was sound and could have 
been made to work. The challenge 
to King Hussein of Jordan, which 
forced him to act against the Pales- 
tinians, was a military disaster, but 
it effectively severed the link be- 
tween the Occupied Territories and 
the Hashemite monarchy, Even lhe 
disastrous civil war in Lebanon left 
the PLO intact, while tarnishing 
Israel's image in the West. 

Arafal's failure has been moral 
rather than strategic. Though not 
personally corrupt — le neither 
drinks nor smokes and works an 18 
hour day — even in Lebanon lie 
surrounded himself with spivs ancl 
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Arafat's moral failure 


tion. Tlıe capacity in which Arafat 
has come to power, the role he oc 
cupies, ts one of peculiarly Middle 
Eastern complexity, where cynicism 
and idealism, passion and realpoli- 
tik, meet in equal portions. Lining 
the pockets of lıis entourage with 
Western aid, his primary function is 
to act as [srael's polîceman in those 
parts of the formerly Occupied Ter- 
rltories the Israelis could no longer 
reach, 

In the cruellest of many ironies, 
Arafat came to power’ as a result of 
the one Palestinian revolution with 
whlch he had very little to do. The 
intifada, a spontancouıs uprising led 
by children, succeeded in influenc- 
ing world opiıton, where years of 
“a'mecl struggle" hacî failed. The 
image of lhe Palestinian as terrorist 
was replaced by that of a chlld being 
bcaten by an Israeli soldier. 

How did this extraordinary dle- 
nouemenl come about? As Said 
Aburish explains in this tharauglly 
researchecl account, Arafat is rela- 
tively uneıtcated.

AYFING generous tribute to 
1 his fiend and compatriot, 
Seamus Heaney has praised 

Paul Muldoon for “changing the 

rules of the game". Mulrloon, in

what poetry can achieve. 

Despite such advocacy, Muldoon 
has still not reached a readership 
much beyond the coteries, His re- 
fusal to rest on the laurels of previ- 
ous successes ensures that each 
new book frustrates audience ex- 
pectationg, and sometimes outslips 
ever his most commiled adınirers.
